20.—Both 
houses of the legislature today finally 
adopted the prohibition enforcement 
bill, dispensary, emergency and all, 
and as soon as the finishing touches 
can be applied in a clerical way, it 
will go to the governor for his ap­ 
proval. 
The senate vote was 32 ayes, 
7 noes, with five absent. The negative 
votes were by 
Senators 
Brownlee, 
Cunningham and Updegraft, republi­ 
can members, and 
Senators 
Brazen, 
Davis, W. H. Johnson and Mathews, 
democrats. Senator Curd (rep.) voted 
with the majority. 
The house vote 
was 3 ayes, 14 noes, with twenty-two 
absent. 
Twelve of the negative votes 
were by republican members. 
The 
two democrats voting against adoption 
were Mr. Hobdy of Craig and Mr. 
Boyle of Haskell County. None of the 
house republicans voted for the bill 
today. 


Until noon, the insurgent forces of 
the senate, numbering 17 votes had 
the emergency clause defeated and 
it is said, only upon the promise ,0 
rebuild the emergency clause, sub­ 
mitting the dispensary plan to a vote 
of the people, did the opponents weak­ 
en 


During the lunch hour a democratic 
caucus of the senate was held in which 
Gov. Haskell appeared and took the 
opponents sharply to task for their 
attitude upon the bill. 
The result of 
the conference was a new emergency 
clause which, in effect, makes the dis­ 
pensary system, as applied to towns 
of 2,UUU people and over operative im­ 
mediately upon approval of the bill 
by the governor. 
At the general elec­ 
tion this fall, the dispensary system 
and plan are to be submitted to a vote 
of the people, and, if approved by a 
majority of all those voting in the ^!ec 
lion, it shall become a part of the con­ 
stitution. 
If a majority of thosr vot­ 
ing upon the proposition are adversa 
the dispensary system in its entirety 
is repealed. 


If the dispensary provision is suc­ 
cessful at th 
polls, under terms of 
the bill, the State Agency Superin­ 
tendent, upon the approval of the gov­ 
ernor, may establish, dispensaries iii 
towns of 1,000 people or at any other 
place for which a public necessity is 
shown to exist. 
The clause states 
that such dispensaries may not be es­ 
tablished prior to Dec. I, 1908. 
Warning Against Dispensary. 
Before accepting the 
compromise 
pro\ is ion, Senator Davis of Bristow 
offered a clause which submitted the 
dispensary system to the people be­ 
fore it should become effective at all 
and when this was voted down, hp took 
the floor, declaring that those of *the 
senate who voted for a dispensary 
would live to be tormented by graft 
and corruption, 'which, he declared, 
would ultimately creep into the sys­ 
tem. 
He displayed a copy of a Chic­ 
ago paper which told how' corrupt had 
become the South Carolina disp nsary 
business.

For an official sending out a train 
without a full crew, imprisonment for 
thirty days to six months is prescrib­ 
ed.

local option in place of prohibition. 
The house finally passed the bill 
by Senator Taylor 
prohibiting 
the 
blacklisting of employes, and the bill 
by Senator Wynne appropriating the 
income of the state school fund and 
the annual taxes collected to the var­ 
ious institutions. 
The proposed fish and 
game 
law 
was again considered today, and Mr. 
Murray secured the adoption of an 
amendment which prohibits the killing 
of the American toad. 
It was explain­ 
ed the toad is an insect destroyer. The 
members were inclined to ridicule 
the idea, which impelled the speaker 
to telegraph the secretary of agricul­ 
ture in Washington for 
the 
depart­ 
ment's bulletins on the toad. Before 
adjournment the secretary answered 
that the request would be complied 
with.

The house vote 


was 3 ayes, 14 noes, with twenty-two 
absent. 
Twelve of the negative votes 


were by republican members. 
The 


two democrats voting against adoption 
were Mr. Hobdy of Craig and Mr. 
Boyle of Haskell County. None of the 
house republicans voted for the bill 
today. 


Until noon, the insurgent forces of 


the senate, numbering 17 votes had 
the emergency clause defeated and 
it is said, only upon the promise :o 
rebuild the emergency clause, sub- 
mitting the dispensary plan to a vote 
of the people, did the opponents weak- 


tion said they follow the resolutions 
recently passed 
at

republican 


state delegate convention in Oklaho- 
ma City. 


The senate finally passed the bll 


by Mr. Rainey of Atoka making it a 
penalty for railroads or other corpor 
atlons to refuse to permit of the in- 
spection of their books and records 
by representatives of the corporation 
commission and the bill by Mr. Mc- 
Calla of Love county, preventing the 
removal of cases from state and fed- 
eral courts under 
certain 
circum- 


stances. 
This bill, it is said, obvi- 


ates the object used in declaring the 
Missouri law on tho subject unconsti- 
tutional. 


The senate recommended for pas- 


sage the bill by Senator Johnston of 
Perry, vitalizing the constitution by 
providing a procedure for the corpor- 
ation commission in certain cases. It 
also recommended for passage the bill 
by Senator 
Taylor, 
requiring 
full 


crews on railroad 
trains, 
six 
for 


freight and five for passenger trains. 
For an official sending out a train 
without a full crew, imprisonment for 
thirty days to six months is prescrib- 
ed.

During the lunch hour a democrat! 


caucus of the senate was held in whicl 
Gov. 
Haskell appeared and took th 


opponents sharply to task for thei 
attitude upon the bill. The resi-.it o 
the conference was a new emergency 
clause which, in effect, makes the dis 
pensary system, as applied to towns 
of 2,000 people and over operative im- 
mediately upon approval of the bit 
by the governor. At the general ejec- 
tion this fall, the dispensary systcnj 
and plan are to be submitted to a vote 
of the people, and, it approved by 
majority of all those voting in the p]ec 
lion, it shall become a part of the con- 
stitution. If a majority of thos- vot- 
•ng upon the proposition are adverse 
the dispensary system in its entirety 


repealed. 
If the dispensary provision is suc- 


cessful at th'? polls, under terms of 
the bill, the State Agency Superin- 
endent, upon the approval of the gov- 
ernor, may establish, dispensaries in 
towns of 1,000 people or at any other 
place for which a public necessity is 
shown to exist. 
The clause states 


.hat such dispensaries may not be es- 
.ablisbed prior to Dec. 1, 1908. 


Warning Against Dispensary. 


Before accepting the 
compromise 


provision, Senator Davis of Bristow 
flered a olaiise which submitted the 
dispensary system to the people he- 
fo're it should become effective at ail 
and when this was voted down, he. took 
the floor, declaring that those of >tlie 
senate who voted for a dispensary 
would live to be tormented by graft 
and corruption, which, he declared, 
would ultimately creep into the sys- 
tem. 
He displayed a copy of a Chic- 


ago paper which told how corrupt had 
become the South Carolina dispensary 
business. 


Upon adoption of the compromise 


provision, the senate passed a joint 
resolution by Senator Thomas which 
provides' for 'legally submitting the 
qu-fstion at the fall election. 


The house lost no time in following 


the senate in adoption of the bill. Mr. 
Branson, who heretofore led the op- 
position, stated th'at -the objections 
had bfeu worked out by the new em- 
ergency "clause, and in the revised 
bill.

the annual taxes collected to the var- 
ious institutions. 


The proposed fish and 
game 
law 


was again considered today, and Mr. 
Murray secured the adoption of 
amendment which prohibits the killing 
of the American toad. It was explain- 
ed the toad is an insect destroyer. The 
members were inclined to ridicule 
he idea, which impelled the speaker 
:o telegraph the secretary of agricul- 
ure in Washington for the depart- 
nent's bulletins on the toad. Before 
adjournment the secretary answered 
Hhat the request would be complied 
with. 


News bills in the house were by Mr. 


Durant, appropriating $48,162.28 to be 
applied on the expenses incurred by 
the constitutional convention; by Mr. 
Japp, prohibiting campaign contribu- 
tions by corporations; by Mr. Lindsay 
and Senator Wynne, for a collateral 
inheritance tax.
